Sicilians Fleeing 
As Etna Erupts 


ROME, (AP)—A massive flow of 

Java from Mount Etna’s crater 
caused Sicilians to flee in panic 
from its vicinity Wednesday. 
The eruption reached proportions, 
seriousness of which could not be 
fully ascertained at once, because 
of clouds of smoke. 

Dispatches from Catania said that 
after 20 hours of eruption, lava had 
c.wered an area of about a mile 
and a half on a front of about 
165 yards. The eruption was con- 
tinuing. 

The lava was threatening the 
villages of Passo Pisciaro and 
Randazzo to the northwest. 

The area is densely populated and 
the volcano slopes customarily are 
rich and verdant in vines, olives, 
fruit, vegetables and corn, often 
yielding as many as five harvests 
in a year.

The government's mandate does 
not expire until 1950 but there is 
nothing to prevent calling an elec- 
tion earlier. 

Mr. King might, for instance, 
decide to fight an election on the 
government's price contro] policy or 
on its dealings with the provinces 
on taxation agreements. 

The Liberal member said he un- 
derstood most government support- 
ers would not be adverse to an elec- 
tion within a few months 

In chats with members of the op- 
position he had gathered that the 
CCF. and Social Credit parties 
would like more time to organize

| “This is an utterly unwarrented 
sugvestion, It is monstrous to suUg- 
gest any British government would 
ever break the terms of a solemn 
agreement such as this. I an quite 
sure I speak for the Conservative 
opposition as well as for my own 
government.” 
| Mr. Strachey said the interna- 
tionai wheat conference in London 
}next month would show whether 
“the other great wheat producing 
counties will take what I believe to 
be the same long-sighter view of 
| their own interests as the Canadian 
farmers have taken.” 
| Even “some of the great grain 
trade experts in Britain are saying 
the higher the wheat price goes to- 
day the further it will fall a few 
years hence. They are sure if only 
we in Britain refuse to bind our- 
selves to any international agree- 
ment we shal! get at least that part 
of our wheat which we do not buy in 
Canada at something like the price 
of sawdust a few years hence.”
